The philosophy behind the ESAA 
approach is hardly new，Educa- 
tional studies have frequently cited a 
Positive _ correlation between high 
Self-concept and _ learning among 
children. 

But seldom has this idea been im- 
plemented in the classroom so im- 
aginatively and with such encourag- 
ing results. 

The children at Alamo obviously 
reflect the program'S Success， 


“The children love these games,” 
Maureen Di Carlo， elementatry 
teacher,， said.“The target children， 
who were identifted in November， 
have really come out and are exX- 
Pressing themselves.” 

In one of the games,，“Zoo Clue,” 
children are required to guess what 
animal cards their classmates have 
by asking questions. Several were

PIEOT PROGRAM 

The $27,000 experimental pilot 
program (currently refunded for 
3$200,000) is-the brainchild of Dr. 
Mary Collins, Educational Reseatrch 
consultant to the Teacher Learning 
Center and member of the Depart- 
ment of Education，University of 
California at Berkeley. 

At the urging of Harold Yee，of 
the ESAA Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee early last year，Collins along 
with Pauline Mahon and Betty Mec- 


Namara，ianguage Specialist at the ， 


Center initiated the Six-week pro- 
gram in April of 1974. 

Aimed at reducing the disparity 
between minority and non-minority 
students in academic achievement， 
the ESAA project began with the se- 
lection of several site schools and the 
identification of target children in 
grades ranging from kindergarten to 
Sixth grade. 

The latter were shown to be stu- 
dents who read well, but were gener- 
ally non-participants in class. 

Preliminary studies revealed that 
68%% of these students were Asian. 

“So clearly the greatest need lies 
with the Asian children,”Hatcher 
emphasized，'although the program 
is designed for all children.”

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CONFESSION PROGRAM 
IS NOW DEFUNCT 


According to the Immigration 
and Naturalization ServVice in San 
Francisco, the so-called “Chinese 
Confession Program”is now de- 
funct. This was the understand- 
ing of the panel consisting of at- 
torneys Robert Bixby，Joe Chan 
and Michael G. W. Lee and immi- 
gration consultant Ann Scott at 
the discussion for community 
agency workers hosted by the 
International Institute on Friday， 
March 7, at 2209 Van "Ness Arve. 
The panel members explained 
that the Immigration Service imn 
San Francisco will no longer ex- 
peditiously process the suspen- 
Sion of deportation applications 
of any person who had not 
already confessed while the ori- 
ginal program was in effect prior 
to the late 1960s. 

ROOTS 

The so-called “Chinese Confes- 
sion Program” had its roots in 
the fact that there were no official 
birth records kept for persons in 
China and also_ because of the 
discriminatory immigration laws 
Which excluded most Chinese 
from legally imnmigrating to the 
United States from 1882 to 1965. 
Many Chinese, therefore，resort- 
ed to the device of falsely claim- 
ing to be U.S. citizens in order to 
gain entrance to this country. 
Many came in an attempt to es- 
cape political persecution and 
extremely depressed political， 
economic，and -social conditions 
in China. 

In the late.1950s,， several prom- 
inent Chinatown leaders ap- 
proached the Immigration Serv- 
ice in San Francisco with a pro- 
posal whereby,， 让 persons came 
forward and confessed to their 
original fraudulent entries into 
the U.S. as citizens, the Immigra- 
tion Service would correct their 
records regarding those individu- 
als，and make every effort to 
assist them in obtaining perma- 
nent resident status. The Immi- 
gration Service eventually agreed 
to this arrangement and actively 


publicized and promoted the Con- 
fession Program . 

An expedited procedure was 
established which enabled quali- 
fied persons to obtain a form of 
discretionary relief called sus- 
pension of deportation. In this 
manner，Ppersons who had con- 
tinually resided in the U.S. for at 
least seven years，Wwho are of 
good moral character, and whose 
deportation would result in ex- 
treme hardship to themselves，or 
to their citizen or permanent resi- 
dent spouse，parents or children 
were able to obtain permanent _ 
resident statuas. 

RESTRICTIVE 

In the late 1960s，however, the 
Immigration Service in San Fran- 
clSco adopted an extremely re- 
strictive interpretation of the law. 
I, in effect, decided that persons 
who entered theU.S. by means of 
false claims to U.S. citizenship， 
although not deportable，could 
not qualify for any form of relief 
which could result in permanent 
resident status. Consequently， 
pending the resolution of the 
]egal jssues in court，the Immi- 
gration SerVvice in San Franclsco 
suspended the processing of sev- 
eral hundred persons who had 
confessed but whose cases had 
not been processed at that time. 


This situation existed for sev- 
eral years until January 1974， 
when a class action suit was filed 
on behalf of persons who had 
entered the U.S. by means of 
false claims to U.S$.， citizenship 
against the Immigration Service 
by the Chinatown office of the 
San Erancisco Neighborhood Le- 
gal Assistance Foundation. Par- 
tially as the result of the-Ppres- 
sures this case brought to bear 
upon the Immigration Service in 
San Francisco, the Service again 
began to process the several hun- 
dred cases which had been 
in abeyance，

Eight Tons of Fireworks 


Confiscated in L.A. 


LOS ANGELES 一 Eight tons of 
iljlegal freworks were confiscated 
at a Workshop in downtown Los 
Angeles March 1，according to 
the Los Angeles Times. 

“The stuff here ITd estimate 
conservatively as worth $250,000 
on the street， said Merle Pugh， 
arson investigator with the state 
fire marshal s _ office He said 
George Fu Wong; .58，of San 
Gabriel，owner of Wong's Hy- 
draulic 上 Equipment Shop at 2120 
S. San Pedro St.，was booked for 
possession and sale of destruc- 
tive devices.， He was freed on 
$10,000 bail. 汉 

The hundreds of thousands of 
firecrackers，Sskyrockets and 
aerial bombs were products of 


China and Macao. Nearly 15,000 
M-80 type firecrackers apparent- 
]y were manufactured in a shed 
behind Wong's shop. 

Eusing machines were found in 

the shed. The M-80 is akind of

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DUMP THIS SILENCE BUSINESS 


Those who work in our community know that the Chinese 
Americans as a group still show many of the symptoms of a 
suppressed minority. They are afraid of a hostile reaction 
from the larger community. They are apprehensive about 
political climates which they do not understand and over 
which they have little control. They are frustrated by the 
changing mood and thinking in a society Which has 
seemingly“corrupted”our youth，， 

Fearful of disturbing the existing pattern which allows 
them to live in peace and make a living，many residents of 
Chinatown shy away from community involvement.， Any 
participatory acts seeking social and political changes are 
viewed with suspicion. Avoidance of controversial subjects is 
considered a fine art of trouble-free living. 

We, while understanding this tendency well， totally reject 
the theory that silence is golden. America is an open society 
and needs the input of all its citizens，Chinese Americans 
included. Community actions cannot be effective without 
continuous, visible, and vigorous participation of the majority 
of the residents. Legislative changes will be difficult to bring 
about, 让 we remain anonyImnous. 

Sadly， this silence business has slowly but unmistakably 
been passed on to the younger generation. We in Chinatowa 
are Witnessing a new wave of supposedly concerned commu- 
nity persons who prefer to trade in gossip and rumors， 
instead of facts and figures; who prefer to work ip a clique 
rather than with everyone; who prefer to plot and scheme im 
darkness, instead of airing issues out in the open. They are， 
in effect, carrying on a tradition of the elders which they hold 
in contempt. 

We therefore commend the Oral and Written Language 
Development Program of the Emergency School Assistance 
Act (see page 1) for identifying the problem and Working 
with children when they are still young. 

We hope that this program will exzpand into more Schools 
and at other levels. 

We hope that children coming out of this program will shed 
much of the fear and stigma of the older generation. With 
courage and a sense of openness，they will lead ouUT 
community to face a new day.

WORKSHOPS 

工 wenty teachers from local ele- 
mentary Schools began monthly in- 
Service Workshops at the Teacher 
Learning_ Center last Spring. Since 
then，that number has more than 
quadrupled to ninety，including 
twenty resource teachers. 

When the ESAA project got un- 
derway，Hatcher recalls, teachers at 
various schools were queried abonut 
quiet or non-participating children 
in their classes. 

Surprisingly ”many responded， 
“We don't have children like that.” 

Some imore ”incongruously re- 
marked that they preferred quieter 
students. “This program will just 
open up a can of worms, ”some said . 

Obviously, one of the goals of the 
ESAA project is to change teacher 
behavior. Early surveys of teachers 
Sampled showed that teachers spoke 
697 of the time while stuents only 
Spoke 28%. 

“JInstead_ of instruction，we use 
imitation or learning by doing,” 
Hatcher explained . 


The focus of the program is on the - 


Imedia. 

In specially designed games and 
materials，children are encouraged 
to make their own flmstrips，talk 
with other students，and practice 
their verbal skills. 

“The stress is on open-ended ac- 
tivity,，” Hatcher said,“emphasizing 
again Successful activity and im- 
Proving stories.” 

In the “Spin a Story”game，for 
example,， students make Up a story 
based on three words Or phrases. 
The stories are then taped and 
played back. 

In“Detective Story,”third grad- 
ers Peter Weiss and Brigitte Ruby 
try to guess where a word or number 
is located on the board . 

“Is it in the circle place?” 

“Is it to the right of the red line?” 

Or maybe, “is it in printing or 
writing?7” 

Asking structurally correct ques- 


tions and encouraging greater ver- 


bal expression，mobility，and self- 
confidence in the children are key 
8goals in the program.

But later she heard about the 
Matsuyama Ballet Company of 
Tokyo，Japan，a _ company well 
known for its ballet and rapport 
with China. At the age of 21 and 
having left ballet for four years， 
she began practicing balletagain' 
She had two dreams then: (1) to 

study with Matsuyama and (2) to 
visit the People's Republic，the 
birthplace of her parents. 

A year later，she was accepted 
as a student by Matsuyama and 
soon after，she became the first 
Chinese American to dance in the 
Chinese ballet production of 
“Red Detachment of Women.” 
(Matsuyama company is the first

Of her one-year experience with

Matsuyama，Wei-lo emphasized 
the helpful and cooperative spirit 
of classmates and teachers and 
the company's desire to promote 
China-Japan friendship. 

She said that Matsuyama is 
composed of about 50 dancers， 
most of whom are Japanese im 
their early 20s.There are a few 
Chinese Japanese (Chinese born 
in Japan). Training is strenuous 
一 Six days a week with a ballet 
class in the morning，a three-to- 
Six hour rehearsal in the after- 
noon，and occasionally，a ballet 
class at night.

Before the morning class，Wei- 
lo said，everyone pitches in on 
mopping，vacuuming and wasH- 
ing the premises. During classes， 
the teachers pay .attention to even 
the smajllest details in correcting 
students, and classmates are also 
helpful in correcting one an- 
other's techniques, Japanese was 
mostly Spokemn with French ballet 
terms thrown in here and there.

GROWING UP 
IN CHINATOWN

Part 5 


TAHOE CONFERENCE 

The Tahoe Conference beginning with 1933 was a great personal 
awakening and challenge to me. 工 was one of the severest critics of 
the Chinese churches as they were then constituted. The pastors 
without exception were men from China, and many could not even 
speak English. With no stuperior education they could not meet the 
needs of the sophisticated and American-born educated youth. But 
who was I to challenge when I myself did not have the moral guts 
and fortitude to go into the jlife and work of the church? The final

OAKLAND CHURCH 

I accepted the challenge, and on the first Sunday in 1935 I was 
appointed assistant pastor under the Rev. Chan Lok Shang and was 
also to study in seminary. In 1938, the Rev. Chan retired and 工 was 
ordained a fall minister. Up till then there had only been'one other 
American-born Chinese ordained，the late Rev. Stephen Mark. 
Little did I dream then that I would be serving the church for the 
next 3512 years. The Oakland church was a store-front affair，with a 
dormitory upstairs，reminiscent of the days when the church pro- 
vided domicile for persecuted converts. The church was old，ugly 
and dilapidated. It was my dream to build a new.church. But 工 was 


-laughed at and considered a dreainer,，as we had only a handful of 


people in the congregation，with no _ financial potential whatever. 
Then came World War I and the black-out，and parish work was 
made even more difficult. After the war，I earnestly proposed 


building a new church but was not taken seriously，Some even 
scoffed by saying:“Not in my life time”or “Pipe dreamer!”
